tion of the Proteſtant Religion, and the Safety and Preiervation of Our Royal Perſons and Govern... 
men! : Certifying ſuch who ſhall Contemn and Neglett this ſo Religious and Important a Dutyygthey 
ſhall be proceeded againſtyzand Puniſhed as Contemners 'of Our Authority, and as highly difaff-Qed 
to Our Perſon and Government.
